The most interesting phase of the 


president's speech Tvas his emphasis 
onythe readiness of the federal re- 
serve system to cooperate with the 
banks of the country in keeping 
money rates low. This "means a 
suply of capital for refinancing-, for 
necesary expansion and. for read- 
justment of capital" structures due 
to the effects of the depression'on 
industry.

the climax of'his speech, "that one

His wife 
was wounded- similarly.

Tomando died a short tim« later. 


Lobianco opened his small grocery 


store three weeks ago.

His refusal resulted in a 
sentence- for him on liquor conspi- 
racy charges and, later, his testi- 
mony in the case of Price, -who \vas 
acquited on the same count. 


Denying that her husband

Price, Mrs. Wiight said: 


"Wiiiie -they weren't what you'd 


call intimate friends^ there were no 


feelings between them." 


This was in support of Wright's 


testimony yesterday and this morn- 
ing. He had denied killing the district 
attorney.

while cleaning- fish; not, as the state

she was asked. 


"I was just looking at Lyall and

Her account of the hours remaining 
between that time and the shooting 
of Price tallied with that of Wright's 
where his actions at home were con- 
cerned.

"The Negro has confidence in the

Dr. Shaw traced the history of 


the colored race, in Its participa- 
tion in great wars, which were the 
making of the United States, }hfits 
religious development, and other his-; 
toncal facts. 


"The negro came to America on 


'special invitation' by the white man, 
and iiere he is, battling away -under 
unusual difficulties, because 
after 


the Civil War a slave race was 
;hrown onto "neutral ground with a 
master race," he said. 


"The negro, uncultured, uneducat- 


ed, and not "used to the white man's 
methods of living, has adapted him-; 
self as well as can: be expected. Nev- 
er before in history has there been 
a problem such as theirs. 


"The negro is indebted to the 


white man for everything he has, 
and for what and where he is today. 
He was sent into white schools, and 
slowly but surely the process of re- 
development was begun. 


"The negro was like clay in the 


potters' hands, slowly being molded 
into a new race, with white culture, 
education and other social qualities. 


THANKFUL TO CHURCH 


"Methodism has done much to- 


ward the development of the negro 
by establishing schools in Missouri, 
Mississippi, 
Louisiana, 
Arkansas, 


and other southern states. It has 
xained teachers and preachers to go 
into the south to handle this unusual 
race. 
"The white man is the negro's 


hero, and it is-up to the Christian 
white man to remain his hero for the 
benefit of the colored race."

Tracing the history of the colored 


race, Dr. Shaw pointed out that thou 
sands of colored soldiers laid-down 
their lives in the cause of America. 


"From the Revolutionary to the 


"World "VTar the colored man has al- 
ways been seen In the foremost line, 
willing to lay down his life for his 
country. There were—negroes with 
-Washington at Valley Forge, they 
were with Grant and Lee in the Civil 
"War, and last but not least, they

" 
The return of full sized prosperity 


- has been of great concern to the Hoo- 
I ver administration during the last year. 
*; Thus far it has not returned, despite 


assurances from time to time that it 
was "just around the corner," repeat- 
ed observations of the upward trend 


- of business and concrete efforts in the 


direction of extensive construction. 
Something has been against the ad- 
ministration and that something was 


"" the subject of President Hoover's ad- 


dress before the annual convention of 
the American Bankers association. He 
expressed the belief that the existing 


- "psychology of fear" and pessimism 


has been largely responsible for the 
delay in industrial and commercial re- 
covery. Without doubt this has had 
its part, and probably a large part, but 
it was the natural and inevitable ef- 
fects of wild speculation and inflation, 
together with over-production in for- 
eign countries. Political agitation has 
also had a part. 


Aside from the giving of sound ad- 


" , -vice to bankers in directing the flow 


of credit and emphasizing the substan- 
tial contribution they can make to- 
wards the re-energizing of business, 
Mr. Hoover made two important dec- 
larations. One was the belief that the 
United States can" and should take the 
' lead in overcoming the general _ de- 


pression which exists throughouf^the^- 
' world. While fully admitting fhat^the 
\ international situation has reacted 


against American prosperity, 
along 


". -with that in other countries, Mr. Hoo- 


ver holds that this country does not 


" have to wait for the rest of the world 


- to Taring about its own economic im- 


provement. It is an important opin- 


- ion, because there is no doubt that the 
- depression in other countries and the 
' constant publicity it has received has 


exercised a bad effect upon American 
producers and merchants. In support 
of his position the president points to 
the fact that immediately after the war 
America promptly threw off the de- 
pression occasioned by deflation and 
that a high state of prosperity was 


'-. brought about here long before Eu- 
-, rope commenced to get on its feet. 
: The analogy, however, between that 
„ period and the present can hardly be 
.- regarded as entirely valid. The eco- 
• nomic damage from the war was as 


nothing in this-.country cojnpared to 
that Jn Europe. 
Our resources had 


scarcely been touched -while Europe's 
had been drained to the bottom. Fin- 
ally, our preparations for the war had 
speeded tip American enterprise to the 
point where it simply could not let 
down. A nervous tension caused us 
to go the limit in adventure as well 
as enterprise. It was a normal outlet, 
but unfortunateiy •« e went at too great 
a pace, as events have proven. It is 
quite true, as the president points out, 
that the United States is almost self- 
contained, nevertheless the margin 
which has to do Tilth foreign trade is 
just enough to stimulate or depress 
us. We think with Mr. Hoover that 
the United States can lead the world 
in economic recover}-, but we are not 
likely to reach a state of super- pros- 
perity until there is world improve- 
ment. Perhaps it will be better for us 
if we do siot reach that state at all but 
keep our prosperity within reasonable 
bounds, thus more likely assuring its" 
permanence.

made by the president was in issue 


-* with a leading banker -who at the 
,j Cleveland contention had advocated 
.3 a lowering of American standards of 
,| living in order io bring about better 
1 business, 
The president expressed 


*4 himself very strongly on the theory 


asserting that "the whole purpose and 
ideals of this economic system, which 
is distinctive of our country, is to in- 


adoptibn and constantly widening dif- 
fusion of inventions and 
discovery 


among the whole of our people." Mr. 
Ford believes that by 1950 the Ameri- 
can skilled laborer will be earning $27, 
a day, working five days a week. He 
may be right even in what now ap- 


( pears to be a fantastic prophecy. At 


any rate, the tendency is in this direc- 
tion and it is a wholesome tendency. 
It is the whole foundation of Ameri- 
can prosperity and its continuance, to 
say nothing of the perpetuation of our 
political and social system, which can 
justify itself solely on a constantly 
widening distribution of wealth and 
improvement of the whole people. 


POLICY OF SOVIETS 


Soviet Russia is annoying America 


and other countries by selling wheat 
short, or selling it cheap, and dumping 
coal and manufactured products on 
their markets. 
This is naturally re- 


sented. It may indicate deep-dyed in- 
iquity, of the sort the world has come 
to expect of bolshevism. Or it may 
mean a frenzied effort to survive. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Samuel N. Harper, pro- 
fessor of Russian language and poli- 
tics, in the University of Chicago, af- 
ter a visit to Russia, "The Russians 
must export their goods in order to 
purchase what they need in the way 
of machinery and farm equipment. If 
they can't float loans, they must sell 
abroad to get credit." On his recent 
trip he says he saw "no^ evidence of 
mischief-making." The Russians are 
doing what they are because they have 
to, he thinks. And he "can't see how 
we can prevent their selling goods here 
if we want to sell goods over there. 


Proi Paul Naensel of Northwestern; 


University, lately of Moscow, puts 
the matter a little differently. 
The 


Soviet government, he says, is trying 
to build up capital and prestige by 
capturing foreign markets, at the s.arne 
time unsettling confidence in capital- 
istic countries, even though the Rus- 
sian people themselves are thereby 
made to suffer. "The Soviet can af- 
ford to sell at a loss in foreign mar- 
kets," he explains, "for with a dollar 
paid for grain the government can buy 
commodities for which the Russian 
people will pay $5."

it has not already done so." 


Thus Mr. Babson adds his authorita- 


tive voice to the growing chorus of 
optimism. Colonel Leonard P. Ayres 
is another authority who sees- in the 
near future a return to more normal 
conditions, and others are following 
suit. The whole nation will devoutly 
hope that these eminent prophets are 
not mistaken. 


The depression has not, all in all, 


been as severe as some in our history j 
but it has been bad enough, and its 
highest price has been the suffering 
and deprivation undergone by the fam- 
ilies of wage-earners who have been un- 
able to get work. Monetary losses 
suffered by corporations are insignifi- 
cant in comparison. 


WORK, NOT CHARITY 


President William Green of the Am- 


erican Federation of Labor seems to

Soviet employes in Paris will be

A throng outside the courthouse 


shouted "Wake up Germany" "and 
tossed Fascist swastika emblems in- 
to the air as the sentences were pro< 
nounoecl. Inside the court room a 
woman became 
hysterical 
and 


shrieked "And we Germans are ex- 
pected to have confidence in such a 
court! The highest court is desert- 
Ing us." She had to be ejected for- 
cibly. 
. The three lieutenants were accused 
of attempting 
to win the Reichs- 


wehr, or home guard, over to the 
movement of Adolf Hitler, Fascist 
party chief, through 
a process of 


building Fascist 
"cells" 
in their

In the" course of their trial Hitler 


himself testified as to the aims and 
intentions of his party. He predicted 
a revolution in Germany and fore- 
saw a time to come when heads of 
Socialists responsible for the Ger- 
man political events of latter 1918 
would roll on tbe ground. 


HITLER AROUSES NATION 


Hitler's election successes recent- 


ly added immensely to public inter- 
est in the trial and the entire world 
gave its attention to the case when 
it developed 
that 
Hitler himself 


might later be tried for treason. 


Inasmuch as the six months and 


three weeks that the three former 
Reichswehr officers have been incar- 
cerated pending trial are to be count- 
ed as part of their 
sentence they 


may expect release from the fortress 
next September. Lieutenants Scher- 
inger and Ludien are dismissed from 
the service; Wendt already had re- 
signed. 


The verdict specifically described 


their offense as "jointly preparing a 
highly treasonablo enterprise."

BATTLEWiTH COPS 


Barricades Himself Against 


Officers Trying to Serve 
Lunacy Warrant 


Massillon, Ohio — C/P) —Fatally 


wounded in a six hour 
gun battle 


with five Trumbull-co officers near 
Warren, Charles 
Langdon, 30, a 


farmer of Mesopotamia, died this 
morning in a hospital here. 


Langdon ran amuck when one of

County Detective Elmer Darling led 
the attack to drive Langdon from 
the building. The besiegers threw 
tear gas bombs and fired into the 
building, while Langdon answered 
with his shotgun. 


After three hours, Langdon fled

woods, where the 


shooting continued. One charge from 
his gun struck Darling's 
bullet- 


proof vest, and the farmer was aim- 
ing at another officer when. Darling 
shot the gun out of his hands. 


Despite fatal wounds, the farmer 


fought hand-to-hand with the offi- 
cers as they closed in on him. 
He 


finally collapsed.

charges you, stand motionless. If 
you can. The advice is that of Maj- 
or Arthur R. Dugmore, fellow of the 
Royal Geographical society, and it 
holds good for everything except a 
female elephant with her youngster 
along. Or an African buffalo, -which 
is born ci-azy. 


Major Dugmore, author, painter, 


member of the New York Zoological 
society and of the American Museum 
of Natural History, who is in New 
York on bis way to open :*n exhibi- 
tion of his own paintings at Cleve- 
land, has been stalking - big game 
ever since 1898, with a camera. He 
has shot it with a lense in Asia Min- 
or, East Africa, Central 
America, 


the United States, and Canada and 
only twice has he had to shoot it 
with a gun in selfdefense. The opin- 
ion of this Englishman is that chas- 
ing big game in a motor car until 
the quarry is exhausted, 
and then 


slaughtering it by the dozen—as he 
has known both men and women 
hunters to do—involves less thrill 
and less sportsmanship than creep- 
ing close enough to catch it on a 
film. 
African big game, he explained, 


seems unafraid of motor cars. Zeb- 
ras and giraffes will often race a mo- 
tor just for the fun of it, the care- 
free things. 


"My moment of greatest danger 


wasn't in Africa," he said, when 
cornered in a hotel lobby today, "but 
in the American Rockies. With a 
pillowslip, I tried to scare a grizzly 
and her two cubs away from my 
breakfast stores. Annoyed, the griz- 


zly rose on her hind legs and started 
for me. She- was so close I hadn't 
time to climb a tree, but I managed 
to stand motionless though I want- 
ed so badly to run that my heels felt 
full of wings. After a perplexed mo- 
ment and som& very unladylike re- 
marks, she returned 
to the break- 


fast. 


In Africa, I did run from an ele- 


phant who objected to my photo- 
graphing her young son. No chance 
to stand still long enough to make 
any impression. When she charged, 
I slid my hand back to get a gun 
from my native boy, 
but by that 


time he was in the next province. 
I'ran like furry and as I felt the ele- 
phant's breath on my neck, I wheel- 
ed; to find that _ the breath was im- 
aginary and that for several minutes 
the elephant had been running just 
as hard in the opposite direction." 


Major Dugmore took photographs 


during the World war, too. He was 
captured by -the Germans "while 
photographing their burning of a 
Belgian-house in which Belgian peas- 
ants were locked. "Condemned to be 
shot at sunrise, the major escaped 
before dawn, taking his film with 
him. It is said to be the first au- 
thentic film ever published.

New York — A tall, powerful man 


of middle age and graying hair,

walked out of a little restaurant in 
the Broadway theatrical district on 
the evening of August G and left be- 
hind him the most bewildering mys- 
tery New York has faced in a- de- 
cade.

Justice Joseph Force Crater van- 
ished like a wraith. Not until re- 
cently when he failed to appear on 
his bench at the opening of a court 
session, was his1 disappearance al- 
lowed to be known.

Washington — This is not exact- 


ly ono of the Anti-Saloon League's 
best years. "Without waiting for the 
Xovember elections, it can already 
bo said now that the primaries are 
o%-cr that the dry have not made any 
appreciable political gains and have 
suffered considerable loss. 


Tho league still will hold large 


majorities in Congress 
after 
the 


election but apparently there is go- 
inp: to be a real reduction of those 
majorities for the first time since 
congress enacted prohibition. 
In- 


creasing aggressiveness of the wets 
is reflecting itself both In the at- 
titude of candidates for office and 
in the actions of the voters. 


All this synchronizes with realiz- 


ation ih Washington that the league 
has lost much of its political might 
in dealing with the federal govern- 
ment. The administration Is going 
ahead under Its own steam -ta the 
attempt to enforce prohibition, rath- 
er than under the league's lash. 


And the wets claim to find en- 


couragement in the way things have 
gone in Illinois, Xew Jersey, Massa- 
chusetts, Xew Tork, Ohio, Pennsyl- 
vania, North 
Carolina, 
Montana, 


California, 
Washington; 
Alabama, 


Michigan and Nebraska. Which is a 
fine assortment of states, whether or 
not all the glee is justified. 


WETS GAIN IX G. O. P. 


The worst thing the drys have to 


worry about is that they find them- 
selves on the outside looking in more 
frequently than they like. With the- 
incroase of wet strength in the Re- 
publican party, instances have be- 
Kun to appear in some states where 
both parties and their candidates are 
wet and the dry have no chance to 
back a, winner. 


The next Illinois senator is sure 


to be no friend of the drys because 
tho league has turned against Mrs. 
Ruth Hanna McCormick since she 
agreed to heed the state referendum 
result and is supporting a third can- 
didate who has no chance of victory.

primaries,

Fort, was badly licked. 


Tho Republican party in Massa- 


chusetts, through nominating: Wil- 
liam M. Butler as Us senatorial can- 
didate, has remained dry only by ths 
barest margin. 
The chances 
are 


that Marcus Coolidge, the wet Demo- 
crat, will defeat the dry Mr. Butler 
in November. 


ALL EYES ON NEW YORK 
All eyes at this writing are on 


Xew York. As in Illinois and Xew 
Jersey, there are many Republicans 
there who won't believe they can 
elect governors and senators as long 
as they continue to be the dry party. 
Tho resignation of U. S. District At- 
torney Tuttio of Xew Tork with a 
declaration for repeal put the issue 
squarely up to tho G. O. P.. and if 
it nominates Tuttle and goes wet 
the drys will have taken one more 
hard sock.

Recent disclosures of short- 


selling of American wheat by 
the Russians has called atten- 
tion to the extreme low level 
of this great commodity. 


In September wheat dropped below SO cents a bushel, the lowest price 


for the crop reached thus far and the lowest in 24 3 ears. The price was 
over 50 cents a bushel cheaper than one jear ago and nine cents a bushel 
cheaper than the price of corn. 


Many theories have been advanced for this great decline. Russian sell 


ing- may have had some part in depressing: "the price recentlv, but the real 
explanation is much broader. Actually the price reflects the pressure of 
large wheat supplies on the market at a time of world-wide economic re- 
cession and low commodity prices. 


In a year of depression and reduced consumption, the wheat producing 


countries of the globe are growing a wheat crop larger than in 19i9. In 
North and South America alone the crop will be 268 million bushels above 
the yield of last year. The world's stock of wheat is now about 413 million 
bushels. The American "carry-over." from the 1929 harvest Is 137 million 
bushels greater than one year ago. 


Offsetting this to some extent is the fact that the European wheat crop 


Is 60 million bushels smaller than in 1929. The fact that wheat is selling 
below corn is resulting in the feeding of some of the surplus \\heat to live 
stock in this country. The American corn crop Is estimated 1,980.000,000 
bushels against 2,600,000,000 bushels in 1929 while the wheat crop is S3S 
million bushels against 896 million bushels in 19.29. 


In the past, the abnormally great reduction of wheat prices has almost 


always been followed by a rather rapid recovery from one cause or an- 
other. The most notable example of this was In 1S96 when wheat dropped 
to 53 cents a bushel, but had recovered to 94 cents a bushel five months 
later.

FOR GREATER POWER 


Federal Commission Hears 


Testimony Presented by 
Broadcasters 


B* ROBERT MACK 


(Copyright 1930, by Cons. Press) 
Washington— (CPA) —A half doz- 


en of the south's most ' formidable 
broadcasting stations stormed 
the 


federal radio commission this week 
for higher power—power, that they 
claim will permit them to reach out 
with their signals and provide more 
people with better reception. 


Theoretically these stations 
are 


fighting one another with the aim of 
capturing the two remaining chan- 
nel assignments upon 
•wh?ch 
the 


maximum power of 50,000 watts' now 
is permitted. 
Actually, however, 


they are presenting cases with the 
knowledge that if they 
are 
not 


granted their requests, they will go 
to the courts to see what can be 
done about it. 


Thus far there has been no con- 


flict between these stations. They 
have endeavored to establish that 
each particular station is rendering 
an indispensable service to its com- 
munity and that with, the increased 
power they would be enabled to ex- 
pand greatly this public service. All 
evidence has been overwhelmingly 
in fa\or of liigh power, and,opposed 
to the commission regulation speci- 
fying that only four of the eight 
cleared or exclusive channels as- 
signed each of the five radio zones 
may ha\e stations of the 50,000 watt 
maximum. 


The hearings of the southern sta- 


tions are a part of the general high 
power session being lield by the com- 
mission, involving the applications 
of more than 25 of the leading sta- 
tions of the country for authority 
to use this maximum power. It al- 
ready has heard stations of the first, 
or eastern, and second, or east cen- 
tral radio zones; and lias ^ yet to 
hear those of the fourth, or middle- 
western, and fifth, or western zones. 


Counsel for several of the south- 


ern stations have proposed that the 
commission rescind its restrictive or- 
der so that all 40 of the cleared chan- 
nels may be available lor high, power 
and court litigation, thus averted. 
That is the likely outcome in the 
opinion of experienced observers, al- 
though it may be several 'months 
away. 
" 
- 


The stations involved in the hear- 


ings this "week are WSM, 'Nashville; 
WBT, Charlotte; 
3VSB, Atlanta,: 


"WAPI, Birmingham; KVOO, Tulsa 
and WREC, Memphis. With the 'ex- j 
ception of "WREC, the stations are 
assigned to cleared channels', each 
using 5,000 watts power. "WREC, 
however, is a regional station licens- 
ed for 500 watts, but it is endeavor- 
ing to vault into the cleared channel 
category with. 50,000 watts. 
-Another Memphis station "WMC, 


made a last minute entry in the 
hearings. Its status, howe\er, is 
undetermined, since it has failed to 
comply with commission regulations 
requiring stations to file reasons tor 
their applications 
20 days in ad- 


vance. 


The commission, however, has ac- 


corded it ttie privilege of cross exam- 
ination of witnesses for other sta- 
tions, until the hearings on, the prior 
applications are completed. 
Then 


it will determine the procedure. 


On the whole, the contentions of 


the five major stations from 
the 


south have been similar. They do 
not challenge the rights of the other 
stations for ther maximum power, 
but they do lay claim to their in- 
dividual rights to it. "Virtually the 
same situation, exists among stations 
of the first and second zones, but a 
battle royal is expected when the 
middlewestern stations clash 
next 


week, particularly those in the Chi- 
cago area which is perhaps the most 
congested broadcasting spot in the 
world.
